Price Ceilings 
Are Placed on 
Fats and Oils 


Butter Not Included in 
Action; Retail Stage 
Not Affected. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—(?)— 
Temporary emergency price ceil- 
ings over all fats and oils, except 
butter, at levels prevailing No- 
vember 26, were imposed today 
by Price Administrator Leon Hen- 
derson, 

The action represented Hender- 
son's second effort to prevent de- 


velopment of runaway prices on 
basic foodstuffs. Yesterday, emer- 
gency ceilings were ordered for 
unprocessed coffee, cocoa and pep- 
per. 

The schedule on fats and oils ap- 
plies to sales at all stages of dis- 
tribution except retail. It does not 
cover processed or finished fats 
and oils products, such as short- 
ening and salad oil, mineral oils 
and chemical oils. 

OPA declared, however, that 
unwarranted price increases on 
finished products would bring 
“appropriate action.” 

Henderson said the November 


limit prices to levels which pre- 
ceded the “recent speculative and 
sharp rise in prices that distorted 
the normal price relationship be- 
tween the various fats and oils.” 

The closing price of the Decem- 
ber “future” for cottonseed oil on 
the New York Produce Exchange 
November 26 was 12.50 cents a 
pound, while December lard “fu- 
ture” in Chicago closed at 9.77 
cents a pound.

For 127 years Americans have felt the surge 
of patriotic pride when the notes of that grand 
national song, “The Star-Spangled Banner” 
have struck upon their ears.

He had’ gone to that fleet to nego- 
tiate release of a civilian prisonér and was 
detained because the attack on Baltimore was 
about to begin, and he could not be permitted 
to return ashore carrying information -about 
the impending action. But he was treated with

utmost courtesy and promptly released when 
the attack ended. 

Whatever the circumstances of its writing, 
however, “The Star-Spangled Banner” has 
always been the song which most deeply 
touches the patriotic heart of America. 

And today, when we waic anxiously for latest 
news from the battlefront of the Pacific, when 
we wonder, from hour to hour, whether the 
Jap attackers have been driven from Luzon, 
there is awesome meaning’ in those noble 
words: 

Oh! say does the star-spangled banner

Propaganda—Beware! 

When the Nazis attacked France and the 
lowland countries, much of their quick success 
was due to the uncannily effective job done by 
propagandists among the people of the nations 
attacked. 

A large part of the work of these under- 
cover agents was the spreading of rumors, 
intended to confuse and excite the general pop- 
ulation, This brought the wild panic which 
occurred in many parts of the invaded coun- 
tries, causing, among other things, such jam- 
ming of the roads by hordes of refugees that 
military movements were, in numerous in- 
stances, entirely blocked and everywhere suffer- 
ed disastrous delay. 

It is unlikely that the enemies of the United 
States will be able to place an invading force 
upon the soil of this continent. Yet, at the 
same time, public morate has a vital part to 
play in the success of America’s war effort. 

There is considerable possibility that some 
of our cities may suffer heavily by enemy 
bombings. Even though only “token bomb- 
ings,” perpetrated simply out of the enemy de- 
sire to destroy and to kill, they will aid the 
enemy far beyond the material damage they 
cause if they result in creating national panic 
or “jitters.” We, the civilian branch of the 
forces of the United States, must, under all 
circumstances, remain calm and unshaken. 

During the past week, our first as an active 
belligerent, we have heard innumerable rumors. 
Some of them have been circulated unwisely 
by regular channels of information. Many, 
however, have been circulated, like wildfire, 
merely by word of mouth. 

A good example of this was a rumor, cur- 
rent about midweek, that Russia might make 
a separate peace with Germany—might even 
switch sides and join with the Nazis. A little 
thought would have revealed ‘the absurdity of 
this, yet many people gave-the story a certain 
amount of credence. 

As a matter of fact Russia was officially in- 
formed the United States is at war with Japan 
only Thursday, the message having been, 
for some unexplained reason, delayed in trans- 
mission from Washington to Kuibyshev. A gov- 
ernment cannot act except on formal, official 
notification. 

It is important that all of us not only re- 
frain from listening to rumors designed to ex- 
cite and alarm, but that we refrain from pass- 
ing these rumors on, ourselves. Some of them 
may have been started by enemy agents among 
us. Others are started by wellmeaning but 
credulous souls who love to whisper, in some 
corner, “Did you know that—” Just for the 
sake of appearing possessor of “inside informa- 
tion,” or of startling the gullible listener. 

It is a matter of supreme unconcern to us 
what is thus whispered around and we should, 
emphatically, let the whisperers so understand. 
We have full confidence in our national lead- 
ers and we have the stamina of character 
which permits waiting until properly authenti- 
cated, official information can be given us. 
Otherwise, rumors mean nothing. 

And, above all, let us all be careful not to 
aid, even. unwittingly, those who would benefit 
by undue national excitement, alarm or worry, 
by passing on the wild stories we have over- 


heard.

WAR WITH JAPAN. 
(From the Brunswick News.) 

Despite the fact that the bombs have been fall- 
ing and the guns firing for more than 24 hours, 
it is still almost beyond belief that the United 
States and Japan are actually at war. For so 
many years the Japs have rattled their sabers in 
the Pacific—without anyone being hurt—that most 
of us had become convinced that the Japanese 
“neril” or the “menace” of the yellow man was 
a “straw man” raised primarily for domestic con- 
sumption. 

But the impudence and the audacity of yes- 
terday’s attacks against American strongholds re- 
flects not nearly so much the attitude of the Japa- 
nese people as it does the attitude of Berlin. Only 
the Nazi mind could have conceived of an act so 
treacherous, so void of honor. Why the Nazis 
have shoved Japan into this war is all too clear. 
Because the sands in the German hour glass are 
running out, the Nazis are more than willing to 
sacrifice Japan in an effort to forestall Germanic 
disaster in Europe. The Japanese declaration of 
war is, more than anything else, an admission by 
the Axis that time is growing more and more 
precious and that the forces which oppose de- 
mocracy and decency can no longer delay if they 
are to have any hopes of victory. 

Hitler must know, as everyone except the 
Japanese seem to know, that for Japan to engage 


in war with the United States and Great Britain 


means termination of Japan as a major power. 
But Hitler has no scruples about hastening the 
knife which will cut the Nipponese throat pro- 
vided it will serve the Nazi cause. All too ob- 
vious is Hitler’s hope that by engaging the United 
States in the Pacific the aid which we are send- 
ing Russia and Britain, and which is now turning 
the tide of war, will be curtailed.

HYSTERICAL, CONDEMNATION WASHINGTON, Dec. 12. 


A wave of hysterical 
condemnation has swept over certain elements in congress since 
the disastrous events of Sunday. In an effort to find a goat for 
the debacle at Hawaii, demands for several sweeping investigations 
have been voiced in the house and senate. 

Some of the more intemperate administration critics are de- 
manding that the President tell the country the whole story of what 
happened at Pearl Harbor. 

In a measure the congressional hysteria—limited to a small 
minority, fortunately—reflects the anxiety of the country in general. 
There is naturally an all-absorbing curiosity on the part. of the 
public to know the exact extent of the damage done to our naval 
forces. The blow to the pride the average American has been 
taught to take in our naval prowess cries out for an explanation. 

If there has been dereliction and inefficiency in our naval com- 
mand, congress and the people want to know about it. American 
sense of justice also demands that the ax fall on guilty heads. 


NOT PROPER TIME All of this may be true enough, but 

there is no place in the present pat- 
tern of things for voicing such hysterical condemnation. Matters 
of more immediate emergency are at hand. As some of ovr more 
sober-minded congressional leaders have hastened to point out, the 
task ahead now calls for the concentration of all-of our efforts in 
the prosecution of the war into which we have been plunged. We 
can investigate later. 

In the meantime, the government can be relied upon to take 
whatever immediate steps may be necessary to correct any flaws 
found in the naval command. 

Congress, as Chairman Carl Vinson, of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, has aptly reminded his colleagues, is not qualified to 
run the war. Its province is to be helpful in providing legislative 
authority for all steps necessary to our war effort, but not to try 
to dictate military strategy. 


NOT CONGRESS’ ROLE Demands for investigations and the 

7 release of information on the ex- 
tent of our losses at Hawaii fall very definitely in the latter cate- 
gory. They represent an unwarranted congressional intrusion in 
the realm of military strategy. 

An effort has been made to draw an unfavorable comparison 
between our own government action and that of Prime Minister 
Churcbill in promptly announcing to parliament the loss of two 
great British capital ships in combat with Japanese air forces. The 
critics are saying that the White House sheuld have been equally 
straightforward with respect to our disaster at Pearl Harbor. _ 

But the cases are entirely different. There was no reason for 
the British withholding the information. The Prince of Wales and 
the Repulse were both sunk in full view of the Japanese. forces, 

The situation was otherwise at Pearl Harbor. Because of the 
hit-and-run tactics of the Japs at Hawaii there wasn’t as much 
opportunity for them to know definitely the amount of damage done 
by their dive bombers.’ To have revealed the information fully 
would have been to play directly into their hands.

“WE ARE PROUD TO CLAIM THE TITLE” I remember 


talking some 
years ago With a very wise old man. He was saying that a man 
without a tradition was a man without character, 

He said that he believed it to be a good idea to tell children 
about their ancestors and what they had done, particularly if they 
had done something. He said that if the ancestors hadn't done 
anything it was a good idea to tell stories about the Alamo and 
about Pickett’s charge at Gettysburg and about all the heroics in 
our national life. 

He said that was the only thing that put steel in a man’s back- 
bone. It was a bad thing to be overly proud, he said, but a mighty 
fine thing to have pride. 

He said that many a time, when he was a young man coming 
along, he had been confronted with temptation to do something 
that maybe was just the least bit dishonorable. He said that each 
time the story of some honorable agt by one of his grandfathers 
had kept him honorable. 

“Why,” he said, “a boy that had a father in Pickett's charge at 
Gettysburg would have a difficult time being a coward or doing a 
cowardly thing 

“A descendent of one of the men who died at the Alamo would 
go through lite with more his backbone than ordinarily 
would have been there,” he said, 

He said that a man dying bravely for a cause would leave a 
heritage which would last for generations. He said it was a great 
mistake not to teach a tradition 

I thought of that again, thinking of the Marines at Wake Island. 
The Marines have a Marine Corps hymn. When it is sung or when 
the music is played, they stand up and take off their hats just as 
the college crowds do when alma mater is played. They always 
pass in review to the stirring strains of “Semper Fidelis.” The 
Marine Corps, the oldest fighting force in the service of the United 
States, older even than the nation’s constitution, always has had a 
tradition. They have regarded the Army and the Navy as pretty 
fair outfits, but lacking in class. 

A man entering the Marines is initiated. He is given, in effect, 
the pass word and grip. He is taught a few ribald songs, all of 
them reflecting on the ability of the Army and Navy. 

One of them begins in this fashion: 

“One thousand gobs 
Put down their swabs 
To whip one sick Marine.” 

The Marine deliberately is taught he is a superior sort of soldier, 
He is given superior shooting instructions and he is subjected to 
tough non-coms. 

Now, obviously, the Marine is no braver than the soldier or the 
sailor. He doesn’t really think so himself. He just thinks he has 
a better style and that he can bring off things with more eciat, 


so to speak. 
THE MARINE HYMN His Marine hymn gets to be a part of 
him. It. begins: 
“From the Halls of Montezuma 
To the shores of Tripoli, 
We fight our country’s battles 
On the land and on the sea. 
First to fight for right and freedom 
And to keep our honor clean, 
We are proud to claim the title 
Of United States Marine.” 

I am very sorry indeed 1 cannot print the favorite version of 
the last verse of that hymn, but it is extremely sacrilegious and 
shocking, although the Marines do not: mean it so. The printable 
version concludes: 

“If the Army and the Navy 

Ever look on Heaven's scenes, 

They will find the streets are guarded 
By United States Marines.” 

They would tell you also that they would expect the celestial 
commissary to be giving them the worst food and the celestial 
Navy to be giving them the worst accommodations and the worst 
details. They always have been a stepchild of the Navy. 

All this adds up to a few things such as the tough Marine 
sergeant at Belleau Woods who ordered his men over the top 
with the phrase: 

“Come on, you - 


Theatrical? Sure. 

ON WAKE ISLAND “(That handfull of Marines on Wake Island 

has thrilled the whole nation. They 
suffered severe losses, but they are there and being a little stylish 
about it and just a little dashing. Theatrical? Sure. They mean 
it to be, 

They may be on Midway, too. The Japanese said they had 
that island, but yesterday there was some doubt. The Marine 
Corps detachment seemed to be holding at least a part of it. 

They are pretty sure to be wiped out. There isn’t.much chance 
of help for them. As soopeas the Japanese get around to sending 
some heavy ships or guns over they will be wiped out. We are 
still short of aviation and Navy in the’ Pacific. ‘ 

But, when the final story comes out, years from now, there 
will be something stylish and theatrical, but awfully sound, in the 
manner of their dying. 

The Marine Corps hymn, the ribald songs, the tradition of shoot- 
ing and soldiering stylishly, will help them to die in style and in 
a manner which will make a story and add to the Marine Corps 
tradition. 

It all adds.up. The old man was right.

My dear Louise: 

Your symptoms indicate that you need a little dose of philoso- 
phy to straighten out your ideas. 

The argument you are having with yourself isn’t new. Since the 
story of our race began, wise and good men have pondered over the 
definitions of good and evil. 

Their philosophical hair-splitting has encouraged the belief that 
mere laymen are not wise enough to define good and bad, but I as- 
sure you that any sensible person can do it if he possesses the‘quality 
called intellectual integrity. 

Some people think each person makes his own evil by defining 
it. Thus, if a man believes it a sin to smoke, and does it anyway, he 
commits a sin, since his purpose is to do evil. That seems reason- 
able, but it cannot be accepted as a principle; for if a man can make 
an act evil by thinking it a sin, so he can make another act good by 
thinking it a virtue. If he puts his suffering grandmother out of her 
misery, thinking it a righteous act, murder itself is made good 
merely by thinking it so. That is Hitler’s theory. 

Othe rpeople believe that good and evil are made by community 
opinion, and this is true in one sense, but more in appearance than 
in fact. Community opinion sets the standard of good and bad be- 
havior, and the standard changes as the community becomes more 
or less enlightened, but opinion cannot alter facts. 

The most righteous people in Salem believed it an act of virtue 
to hang “witches,” but that did not make it right. Public opinion 
once approved dueling, and imprisonment for debt, and the whip- 
ping of common people who broke the law, but few will now cone 
tend that such barbarity was moral. 

No matter how man’s definitions change, or what they are, right 
and wrong and good and evil are unchanging and eternal. If murder 
and theft and drunkenness are wrong today, they always have been 
and always will be wrong. 

The agnostic philosophers, such as Nietzche and Schopenhauer, 
in their effort to prove man no more than a beast have been able to 
explain away everything except his inborn moral sense. Man’s cone 
science is his liaison with his God. It can be trained to betray him, 
as his mind can be taught to believe false things true: but it guides 
him safely when. he dares to think for himself and dares to be 
honest.” 

You can fool yourself by trying, but 
“without variableness or shadow of turning,” 
if you give your conscience a chance.
